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BETTER HEALTH CARE. 
FOR THE AREA 
by Walt Cherry 

Tn last week’s article, 1 stated 
that only a small fraction of our 
people reed on Medicaid funds to 
help them ‘to pay their medical ex- 
pense, It was pointed out fo me by 
Mrs, Dana Douglass--who ought to 
know since she deals with that agen- 
ey-that I wag wrong, and that a 
substantial percentage of our people 
do need the assistance, The fact, 
however, does not change my feeling 
about the dire need for total: medi- 
cnl coverage in the area, Jt presents 
4 problem, but not a block, 

I visualize, as did tthe founders 
oat the Bucksport Center, that there 
ate three broad. categories of medi- 
eal service that could be provided, 
by a family health care center, 
They arc: Emergency Service: Pre- 
ventative Medicine; and treatment of 
less. complex iMnesses that nearly 
everyone suffers [rom lime to time. 

Of coursé, it is Clear that omer- 

gency Service is the most import 
ant, and presently, the least avail- 
able. The following excerpt from. the 
Bucksport. dedication ceremonies 
hund-out tells. the scope of erner- 
gency services available in.a well 
staffed and equipped health care 
center: 
"Emergency: Suturing of Jacera- 
tions, stabilization of patients in 
acute life threatening situations 
(such as coronary, shock, burn, 
coma, seizure, cardiac standstill, 
drug overdose, severe trauma). 
This might include artifical resus- 
citation, defribrillation, the starting 
of an I, V., the taking of an FE. K. 
G, with data phone hook-up with 
a hospital or cardiologist, the ad: 
ministration of an emergency 
drug, the protection of a fractur- 
ed or heavily bleeding limb, the 
use of suction, catheterization, or 
oxygen. Thig type of patient will 
almost always be transported by 
ambulance to a hospital with one 
of the physician associates riding 
in attendance, thus, it ig suggested 
that stich patients be brought to 
the clinic before being rushed to 
the hospital, Precious moments 
may be saved in this way."

BETTER HEALTH CARE. 
FOR THE AREA 
by Wall Cherry 
Tn Jast week's article, I stated 
that. only a small fraction of our 
people relied on Medicaid funds to 
help them to pay their medical ex- 


pense, It was pointed out to me by 


Mra. Dann Douglass—who ought. to 
know since she deals with that agen- 
cy--that I was wrong, and that a 
gubstantlal percentage of our people 
do need tha assistance. The fact, 
however, dogs not change my feeling 
about ‘the dire need for total medi- 
enl coverage in the area, It presents 

a problem, but nota block. 

I visualize, as did tthe founders 
of the Bucksport Center, that there 
are three broad categories. of meédi- 
cal service that could, be provided 


py a family health care center. 


They are: Emergency Service; Pre- 
ventative Medicine; and treatment of 
less complex. iNnesses. that nearly 
everyone suffers from. time to time. 

Of course, it ts. clear that Inmer- 

ancy Service is the most {mpoit- 
ant, and presently, the least avyail- 
able. The following ‘excerpt from. the 
Bicksport dedication _ ceremonies 
handout tells the scope of emer- 
gency services available in a well 


- staffed and equipped health care 


center} 
“Emergeney: Suluring of Jacera- 
tons, stabilization. of patients in 
acute. Hie threatening situations 
(such a8 coronary, shock, burn, 
coma, seiztire, cardiac standstill, 
drug overdose, severe trauma). 
This might Include artificial resus+ 
eltation, O iefeibrlllavon, the starting 
of an I, V., the taking of an E. K. 
G, with data phone hook-up with 
a hospital or cardiologist, the ad 
ministration of an emergency 
drug, the protection of a fractur- 
ed. or heavily bleeding limb, the 
use of suction, catheterization, or 
oxygen. This type of pationt will 
almost always be transported by 
ambulance to a hospital with one 
of the physician assocjates riding 
in attendance, thus, it ig suggested 
that such patients be brought to 
the clinié before beltig: rushed to 
the hospital, Prectous moments 
may be saved in this way.”
